Nasiriva (Irak), (EFE).- De 
cenas de personas perdieron el

Fuentes hospitalarias cifraron 
en 28 las víctimas mortales quin 
ce italianos y trece iraquíes - pero 
no descartaron que en las próximos 
dias se eleve el número de mue 
tos, debido al estado grave de la 
mayoría de los. al menos 84 her: 
dos. 

En Roma. el ministro de De 
fensa Antonio Martino, elevó a 17 
el número de italianos muertos en 
cl atentado: once miembros de los 
Carabmiert, cuatro militares y dos 
civiles. 

De acuerdo con el relato que 
hicieron a EFE habitantes de la ciu 
dad, el atentado tuvo lugar hacia 
las 10:30 hora local, cuando el 
copiloto de un automóvil marca 
Chevrolet abrió fuego contra los 
guardias que vigilaban el edificio 

Cast de inmedtato. el condue 
tor estrellaba el vehiculo Heno de 
explosivos contra la construcción. 
de tres plantas, que era la antigua 
Cámara de Comercio de Nasiriya 
y situada frente al río Eufrates. que 
divide en dos a la ciudad. 

El impacto provocó el in 
cendio de un camión cisterna de los 
carabineros que se disponta a sali 
a circular por el núcleo urbano. y 
causó un cráter de al menos tres 
metros de profundidad ante el 
inmueble, que quedó parcialmente 
destruído. 

“Hemos ayudado a recuperar

México, (EFE).- Millones y 
millones de mariposas monarca 
comenzaron a llegara México para 
invernar y “encuentran que cada 
vez hay menos arboles. los tala- 
dores no perdonan y actúan a plena 
luz del día”. denunció el lunes 
pasado a EFE. el esertor Homero 
Aridyis 

Relato que “estaba en Ontario 
(Canada) en octubre y las vi partir, 
y los vecinos hablaron alarmados, 
escandalizados e indignados por la 
tala feroz” que había en “El llano 
de las patas”. uno de los trece san- 
tuarios con que cuenta Mexico. 

Aridjis. presidente del ambien- 
talista Grupo de los Cien (en su 
mayoría intelectuales), agregó que 
“los vecinos decían que día y noche 
cargaban madera, a las 18 horas 
había en los alrededores quince 
enormes camiones esperando car- 
gar árboles”. 

No se sabe cuántas son ni sus 
patrones de conducta genéticos, 
pero las monarca (Danaus Ple- 
xippus Linneo) acostumbran a 
invernar en recónditos lugares 
naturales en bosques del centro de 
México.

Reacting to one of my many 
articles, a reader railed against 
illegal immigration. “Yet. he admit 
tted that We can use the cheap 
labor.” He could not have afforded 
to build his new house with 
unionized American workers. 

The reader was honest. Many 
Americans, however can't see 
beyond the “criminal” act perpe- 
trated by undocumented workers. 

Of course, it would be nice 11 
the estimated several million 
undocumented workers living in 
the U.S. had come with the proper 
papers. But they did not. Yet. they 
stayed, with the collaboration of 
them 
Without jobs, they would not be 
here. 


the companies hiring 


So the question that arises 
immediately is who has committed 
the crime. Is it the workers who 
entered without papers or the 
employers that gave them jobs? 

It’s easy for some to blame the 
workers. Yet, there is a symbiotic 
relationship between their crime 


and that of the employer. No job, 


no crime. 

I don’t blame the workers or 
the employer, since they both have 
a need. Workers need to feed 
families back in their home country 
and the employer could not exist 
without the workers. 

If forced to choose between 
the two, I'd sympathize more with 
the workers than the employer. It’s 
the company that profits from the 
toil of the undocumented workers. 
Workers have little choice. They 


could have stayed in Mexico and 
made five dollars a day when work 
is; obtainable or make the 
dangerous journey north where 
obs are available and they can 
make fifty dollars or more a day 
Its a huge difference. Imagine. 
or example. if there were little 


work in the U.S. 


Canada were ten to twenty times 


and salaries in 


ugher. Would many Americans 
make the journey north? You bet. 

I don't feel much sympathy for 
employers because of the huge 
power difference between them 
and their employees. Undo 
cumented workers typically have 
no union, no benefits, no security 
or guarantees that at the end of the 
day or week they will be paid. And 
workers can’t complain. Doing so 
means involving the law and 
immigration authorities and a 
likely trip back home. 

Americans in general only 
blame the workers. They never do 
or say anything about the com- 
panies hiring them. The companies 
make little or no effort to make sure 
that their workers have appropriate 
documentation. [Us not really their 
job to do so. It’s the government's 
job. 

The fact is that companies 
benefit from having a docile 
workforce, saving money. some ol 
which will be passed on to con 
sumers. So we all benefit from the 
undocumented workers” toil. 
According to James Smith, a 
researcher for the Rand Corpo- 
ration, undocumented workers are 
a net gain to our economy. 

When it comes to providing 
them with services, of course, we 
don't want to pay. 

In California, voters passed 
Proposition 187 to deny benefits to 
undocumented workers, including 
their children. Taxpayers did not 
want to be burdened with these 
expenses. 


In a way taxpayers were right. 


Its the companies hiring the 
workers that should pay for those 
services. Buto! course. the compa 
mes get off scot-free. They have 
notcommitted any crime. They are 


not responsible 4 


\re they’ 

We should not forget that 
companies care primarily about 
making profits. Although there are 
many companies that treat then 
workers and customers well. it's 
difficult not to think of HMOs. 
Enron. and Arthur Andersen. 
whose main goal is to cut costs and 
venerate-profits through legal and 
sometimes illegal means. They 
dont care that much about consu 
mers. nor do they care about taxpa 
yers left with the bills. 

Some companies move then 
headquarters Overseas so that they 
don't have to pay U.S. taxes. And 
of course Companies make signi- 
ficant contributions to politicians 
and expect a “return” on these 
investments. They get it. 

Undocumented workers are 
one of the most vulnerable mem- 
bers of society. They don't make 
financial contributions to politi- 
clans. They don't play golf with the 
president and casually drop a few 
hints as to what their needs may 
be. 

So if you get mad, you should 
direct your anger not at me for 
writing an article, but at the com- 
panies who hire the undocumented 
workers. 

If you don't want to support 
illegal immigration, make sure that 
the jobs disappear. And then we 
can all stop supporting illegal 
immigration.
